First refueling unit to reach 25,000 missions in single AOR

TRANSIT CENTER AT MANAS, Kyrgyzstan -- The 22nd
Expeditionary Air Refueling Squadron, stationed at the
Transit Center at Manas, reached a milestone of 25,000 air
refueling missions May 4.

The 22 EARS provides one-third of the aerial refueling for
coalition aircraft supporting international efforts in
Afghanistan.

During the past year, 22 EARS sortie support has grown 23
percent, allowing them to quickly eclipse the 25,000th
mission mark.
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Capt. Tanya Dubiel, 22 EARS pilot deployed from Fairchild Air Force Base, Wash., was honored to fly
the 25,000th mission.

"I think it's a really proud day for our unit, we've accomplished a lot," Dubiel said. "[This crew was]
specifically chosen [for this mission] and | think it says a lot about our crew. We're young, but highly
capable of performing the mission and doing it well."

Although the day was like any other, Dubiel said she enjoys the interaction with the receiving aircraft.

"Engaging with our receivers and knowing the fuel we give them helps the troops on the ground is a
very special part of the job,"” she said. "It makes me feel really good about what | do."
